REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


Claims 1-24 are pending in this application. Claims 1-12 and 20-24 are 
allowed. Claims 13-15 and 17-19 are rejected. Claim 16 is objected to, but 
allowable if rewritten In proper independent form. 

The specification has been amended to correct certain mformallties. No new 
matter has been added to the specification. 

Claims 13-15 and 17-18 stand rejected under 35 (JSC 103(d) as being 
unpatentable over Seine (US Patent No. 6,400.237) In view of Stengel et al (US 
Patent No. 6.356.149). 

In response to the rejection of claims 13-15 and 17-18, and the objection to 
claim 16, claim 13 has been amended to include all of the limitations of claim 16. 
Claim 13 is thus deemed to be allowable as being properly written in independent 
form. Remaining claims 14-15 and 17-18 are also deemed to be allowable as 
being dependent upon allowable claim 13. 

In view of all of the above, pending claims 1-15 and 17-24 are now believed 
to be either allowed or allowable and the case in condition for allowance which 
action is respectfully requested.
